stream of water from the top purify , 
the gas and cool it. 
The two dry 
scrubbers are steel tanks filled with , 
steel grates and wood shavings and 
the gas. upon passing through these, 
is relieved of its sulphur. 
The auxiliary machinery, consist­ 
ing of an air compressor, air tank 
and a ten horse power gasolene en­ 
gine forces the air to 140 pounds 
pressure and is used to start the gas 
engines. 
Of these there are two styles, a 
twin engine of 150 horse power and 
a tandam engine of 450 horse power. 
One dynamo is belt connected to the 
twin engine and th e other is direct 
connected to the tandem.

Vote is Taken 


Beginning Sunday, April 2d. a rad­ 
ical change will occur with reference 
to the delivery 
of 
mail 
from 
the 
Brainerd postoffice on the Sabbath 
day, anil in order that the general 
public may become acquainted with 
the new order of things 
The 
Dis­ 
patch has obtained the following re­ 
garding the m atter which has been 
under consideration durin g the past 
month by Postmaster ingersoll and 
which has resulted iii giving the car­ 
riers one day of rest 
in 
seven 
to 
which they are so justly entitled. 


In common with several other of­ 
fices of the country the 
m atter 
of 
Sunday closing was taken up some 
time ago with the department and 
Postmaster Ingersoll was 
informed 
that if in his judgment public senti­ 
ment favored the move that he was 
given permission to dispense with the 
Sunday delivery through the carriers’ 
windows. 
In order to get at the sen­ 
timent friends of the carriers took the , 
matter up and the result was that pe­ 
titions and 
resolutions 
from 
the 
Trades & Labor Assembly, the Minis­ 
terial Association, the Retail Clerks’ 
Union and the Commercial c lu b in 
addition to a petition containing the 
names of 95 business men of the city 
were presented to the postmaster. A 
postal card vote was also taken, over 
1500 cards boing distributed request­ 
ing the patrons to express their views 
by voting “ yes" or “ no” on the card, 
signing their name and 
retu rnin g 
the same to the postmaster. 
Of the 
1550 cards sent out nearly 1200 were 
returned signed and out of this num ­ 
ber hut 14 negative answers were re­ 
ceived. showing th a t the sentiment 
was practically unanimous in favor 
of giving the city letter carriers one 
day out of seven that they might call 
their own, to loaf, attend divine ser-

The general public must bear in 
mind that having 
signified 
their 
willingness, in addition to the order 
issued by the department, that the 
carriers will not he on duty on Sun­ 
day hereafter, that it will be useless 
for them to call for their mail on 
that day, unless 
arrangem ents 
is 
made with the postmaster for the de­ 
livery of some important 
personal 
communication, and that the general 
delivery window is kept open an hour, 
from 9 until IO a. rn., for the sale of 
stamps and for the accommodation of 
the transient and traveling 
public 
only. 
Patrons who now 
get their I 
mail in boxes at the postoffice will he 
served as usual as the mail will be 
distributed to the boxes on Sundays. !
